1. INDOCHINA 

TOP NVN LEADERS VISITED SAIGON LAST WK FOR MAJOR 
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DECISIONS ON SVN GOVT, AMID SPECULATTION PREPARATIONS 
UNDERWAY EOR REUNIEICATION PLAN ANNOUNCEMENT. 
VISITORS INCLUDED LE DU AN, TRUONG CHINH, PHAM VAN 
DONG, XU AN THUY; GEN GIAP SEEN IN SAIGON EARLIER 
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(AP, NYT SUN). MEETING DECIDED UNIFICATION 
AT LEAST 5 YRS AWAY BECAUSE OF DIFFERENT LEVELS 
ECON, SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT. PREPARATIONS UNDER WAY 
INSTALL NEW GOVT IN SVN AT WK'S END (UPI, WP). 

PLANE ARRIVES VIENTIANE WITH 84 EXPELLED FROM SVN 
INCLUDING 5 NEWSMEN, ERENCH AMB, APOSTALIC DELEGATE; 
3-400 VIETS DEMONSTRATED AGAINST LATTER BEEORE AND
